Fiohrtmayer daimed that his dechkxi was 
based on the 'pditicaJ' nature of exhibit's catafe^uen ^ ewlog^ue 
whkh critbdw hamophobes such as C^dLnal OConnof and Jeue 
Helms. Yei qrie can bdieve that if the catalogue were polM-lc^lly 
of O'Cofinof or Ildms it would have lost federal fuiidlng. 
FUf^ing was denied nOC because the catalogue l4 pditica], but 
because of the dimtion of its politHS, a direction which councew 
the aruirgay agenda of the right wing. 

The unspoken mionate behind the canocUation was tlm, thar^ 
to the Helms Amendment (whldi 6cnys federal g/ants to an depjetir^ 
'aadomasochLSm" and "hormeroticismO ^ome now fael ji's open s^- 
son on both sexual and pdillcflj Aciiofis that were pmvicusly 
umhinkabk in cu r ajppq«d]y free society, like axing an art show on 
pO^iliail grounds, have now become frighteningly diinkabJe. The NEA 
Chair not OnJy ibought he could ga away with mru^ir^g queers, he 
[hcughl be was expected U> by ihe inlensly homophobic mood Itl 
oTheia] ‘^ashin^on. And even man>' in the arts and media who COfr 
iidcr dicmsdvcs cur fniendl were CCntradictjcd by their own actions. 
One poop of straight anisis, obviously blind to the PenliaJ bsue of 
homophobia, even put togcthcf an 'anti-Hdmi' ihow wflidi includ¬ 
ed work by Qtiupcken homophobe Mark XostabL 

That's the bad newi;, The good news is that Frohnmayer was 
ihwaitcd in his insidious attempi at censorship by a society that 
seemod genuinely outraged by diat attempt. Anyone who watched 
Cable News Network's hiiariouE reporting on the misadventures of the 
NIA diairman could not be unirnpiresMd by ihe rminstream media's 
dear diwpprovaJ, intense coverage and Open ridicule of his actions. 
And alchou^ many gays wm ri^tnEV «pScf at the 'anii-Helins shcjw^ 
ihu Indkfded Kosiabi, gay and lesbian gnsups noneihclcss successfully 
united wfth arts gpoupe and were powerfully represented in the press. 
The anger ind action of gays, Itsbians, artk&ls, polkicans. buwauCratS 
and members of the media united to toll back the tide of bomophch 
bb. Al least in ih^ one case. 

Good news (hough this may be, it's not yet lime to begin 
rejoidns. Those whose self-interBst causes ihem to unite wih us 
over the issue of cenKvship are ohen absent from our ether strug¬ 
gles. And ihe Helms AmerHkncnt, the mot of this particular evj^ is 
St Jl very much on ihe books Noocihdcss, thii irnall but sigr^ificani 
victory should encourage us to build on ihe coaliiions which 
worked to such good effect hcre^ and should irwpire US to imagb>e 
a more effective potiiical Future. ▼

Ignites Protests 

Supporter's Home Torched in Missouri College Town

SPRINGFIELD, Mis^oufi—The 
houM of 31 sEudeni aupp^DtEing itie 
loci] campys produtEiao df New 
York playerJghi LiJty Kramer'^ Tb^ 
/fnri waj torched and 
burned to the ground ^edncidiy 
evening during m AIDS vigil held on 
opening nlghl it Soulhwesi MlMoorL 
Stale University. According to 
sources, irson was suspected 
because gawline had been poured 
over much of the houM. 

No one Mi Injufcd in the Hfei 
^hlch ooHipJeiely destroyed ihe iwo* 
bedroom home renled bwpy Brad 
Evan^, a theiter Anident at the Lintvcr- 
ifty bui Evaiu' cwo cat^ perished in 
the blaze. 

Evirw, who was rwe be home il 
the lime of ihc atlegcd trAoni, hid 
formed People Acting W^h Cqcnpu' 


sior^ and Tolemrvcc to champion the 
play's -i^niipuiA production, after mecn- 
ber^i of Ehe Awmbliu of God church, 
which is heidquinctcd diere, it least 
one stile kgislitor ind various loci] 
residenEi decried the university'a 
Flnancia] suppoft of a play that ”pro- 
moiea hcmOAejcuahEy and intE-fimLly 
values" 

The American CivU liberties 
Union ImmcdtaEdy became Involved 
In the al leged aiAOn, and asked the FB] 
u> tnvi^srtgajic ihe case as a civlL 
AEiacIc. But aourcca said the fire is 
moce likely u» be looked luEO IcicaUy. 

In 1 sEaEcmeni released to the 
press Thursday, DJck Kurteubach, 
eKeouLEve director of the ACLU of 
Western Missouri, said, ^Thc fire- 
bombing of Evins" home was in 
ipparent retallaiion for his cxencise

Evans, a senior in the theater 
department from Carthage, MiSSOUfij 
which is an hour soothwesE of Sprlng- 
iield, sakJ he believes Ehe play Is a 
rricans of promoting AIDS awa^ess, 
and told Ehat the IncidenE 

hud “done nothing but sttengtheri my 
beliefs and the values I alieady held. 
The people here know about AIDS, 
but they don^ realize lhai iTi here in 
Springfield, and they would rather 
slick their heads in the sarid ihan save 
lives,' he added, 

Evans Slid that he had rctseived 
no harassing phone ealk or threats. 
He discovered what had happened 
on his way home from school- '[ 
lurned on to my street and there was 
a solid wail of fiTc trucks, and J knew 
that evcrythl[\g was gone/ he said.

Most AIDS activists, and gay and 
lesbian rights groupSp and many 
health professkxiali arKl elected offi¬ 
cials have criticized the plan when 
Joseph proposed a similar version at 
last June's irvternatioAal AIDS confer¬ 
ence in Montreal. Koch at that time 
receded the proposal under pressure 
from the AIDS oornmur^lty, although 
he is now dclming to the decision of 
the stale health oocnmissioner. Mayor- 
eteci David Dinkins is on record as 
being against such a plan. 

Joseph's Mofiirea] announcement 
was greeted wiih a Jhirry of critldstm, 
and Joseph backed down^ saying, 
nhcre was no origina] pJan * to end 


anonymous HIV testing. Ae 
the Eicne, the health commis- 
aJoner said, "I warned lo 
spark debate and I did." 

Many in the AIDS com¬ 
munity had believed that the 
storm of criticism from so 
many different quarters had 
effectively put an end lo 
Joseph's plan, which caIJs 
for a parallel nelwork of 
anonymous and confkieniiaJ 
testing facilities, and which 
many say would inhibit peo¬ 
ple from seeking testing and 
ircacmeni. Others are wary 
of the guarantee of confi¬ 
dentiality for government- 
kept lists.

BOCTON-^Qaig Spence, ihe Flam- 
bo^'ant conservative Icjbbyii at the cen¬ 
ter of a summer-long D.C sex soancki 
involving a male cseoti service and 
midnight lours of ihe Wii« House, was 
found dead Nov. 10 n a Boston hotel 
room, the vkiim of a suspected suicide. 

Dressed In a Mack tuxedo with 
tails, a white bow Ck wkh white sus¬ 
penders, black shoes and Wank socks, 
Spence, was discovered in a room 
of the Riiz-Carlton hotel lyin| on the 
king-sized bed, wearing his glasses^ 
carrying personal papers and three 
dollars in his pocket and with the 


phone cradled on his shoulder. 

In the false ceiling of die bath- 
roomj police found sieveral small

Relents, On AIDS Show 

But Controversial Cataiogue is Still Not Funded

While there b dbviiousJy no way 
Id vefify [he figure (see sidebar), 
Karen Cjixaler, a Milwaukee business¬ 
woman who Worked as an adntinisua- 
lor at a Midwesurtt Girl Scout councU 
for four years, said that among the 
Gir^ Scou^' paid professional staff, the 
percenugc of lesbians is much higher 
than ihe often eked ten percent esti¬ 
mate of Ihe general population, 

Lower down In the Girl Scout 
hierarchy, toward ihe level of troop 
leader and local volunteer, Cotilcr 
observed, one is more likely to find 
heterosexual mothers, 'whereas if 
you^re talking about ihe professionaJ 
staff, the percentage of lesbians is 
much higher. Ld me give you a rough 
estimate—^I'd say at least JO penceni. 
I'm uying to be fair. My firsi instinct Is 
to say more than half, but keep In 
mind ihai 1 was more [ikely lo seek 
out those lesbians. So ihere probably 
arenT as many as I like to believe."* 

Pat Reddeman, wbo worked for 
iwo dirierenl Girl Scout councils in 
ihe late 70s and early @0s, agreed. 'I'd 
say there's a very very high percent¬ 
age of lesbians lhat are hired as pro¬ 
fessional Girl ScoiiLs^ and for obvious 
reasons: Most lesbians are Single or 
supporting themselves or dependenl 
on iheij int!Onie and therefore need 
careers. iL's a great Organization to 
work for because you're wofking pte- 
dominaniLy With women,; and les¬ 
bians—or let's just say unmarried 
wofTicn—are a kit more mobile eftan a 
married woman who has a family and 
is tkd to a town because of her hus¬ 
band's Job,' 

'Professionally speaking,' said 
Eleanor Rdoseveh (rvoc her real namcX a

has been involved in the Scouts since

I fell in love for the first time at GiH Scout camp. 

I was 14 and ^ was IS—my counselor. I was a rruHunt atheist New York 
City kid ajifd she was a fresh-fa<^ butch devout Mormon from the wcstcfn 
birucdajids. 

Obvkiuisly k was doomed from the start. 

Ohp but how we'd sit bie at night for hours by ihc campTmc, J€>ng after the 
other campers had gone to bed, involved Irii intense religious dUcussion. It 
wasnt theology that was sparkaig ouf passlonaic disequree— hunky (not her 
real camp nickname) and I were both confused and. scared by the ad/action 
we were feeling. After I moved Up to a diffcfenl unit, she'd sliow up ai my tetri 
late each night—secretly hiking thnough the woods wkhoiM her nashItgjhiAc 
give her favDrke tamper a ct^aste goodnight kiss.

Lesbians an Ehe Girl Scouts 
work in a puradoxical closeE: even 
though there are more of them than 
in most work environmeniSH many 
of them feel that fact creates added 
pressure to slay hidden. One 
woman told me that If all the les¬ 
bians quit, the organItaiIon could 
not go on. On the other hand, 
many lesbian Girl Scouts say Ehey 
believe that If they came dUl^ the 
organi£aiion would become thought 
of as tesblan-run, and lose all Its 
funding, "Ie's no[ like the Catholic 
Church, which will still have plenty 
of money even if all the lesbian 
nuns come out,* said anoEhcr. 

ConseqTJcfiiiJy there is a very high 
level of homophobia Within the orga¬ 
nisation ilsdf, despite tis enormous 
lesbian populaliOfi. 

"There'S no way that the board 
would loLerale an awareness that 
there were lesbians on the SElff^ 
because the pcciple in the communa- 
: tics would not accept ihaE. Ci's the 
same as if they found out a teacher 
wis a lesbianp” said Harriet Tubman 
(ma her real name), 31, who works 
for an East Coast Gid Seoul Council. 
"A lot of people have an image of 
what Girl Scouting is and whaE il 
stands for, who would never think 
that a professional Girl SeouE could be 
a lesbian.* 

; "1 am of two minds about being 

I closeted,* said California's Roo- 
i seveEEj 'because I felt we needed to 
' protect the Girl Scouts. We need to 
: be sure lesbians are in there and Eo

”1 need lo lell you Ehai I'm sensi- 
live about EhLs. ^e're talking about 
my career here and Ehe way 1 feed 
my family/ said Sor juana Ine^ 
Ramirez de Asbaje (not her real 
name)^ who eurreoEJy works for a 
oouncll In a wesEern SEaEe. *to do 
something to expotso ihe Girl Scouts 
in conjurKtkxi with lesbianism is like 
sHtting my own ibroat. Nobody 
would hire me in this country^ and 
that's really the bottom line. I have 
witnessed Incidents in my area 
where a rumw has Ikerally destroyed 
a family in Glri luting. So the dan¬ 
ger of talking about sexual orknU- 
tkai Is catrerrie." 

Still, the degree of openness 
varies from council to councll- 
^T^ere are councils where a lesbian 
will have ber lover's piaure openly 
on her desk^ and others where the 


Iwblanfi go out of their way to wear 
heavy makeup and such ju^ to dis¬ 
guise any hint of being dykes,' said 
another current Girl Scout council 
employee. 

The hi^r up you go ihe more 
paranoid people geE," Milwaukee's 
GotzLer added. 'But I think that's 
gradually changing as younger people 
move higher up the responsibility 
ranks, because they are a little mo« 
Likely to be out.' In fad, said Gotzler, 
There aje some oouncib where nearly 
all the fxofesslonal daff are ksbians. 
But as with any minority ^mip, when 
thefe'S a problem wih any employee 
who's a lesblatl, typkally they blame 
her lesbianism and not the actual 
problem.' 

Some councils, each of which 
Operates more or less autonomously, 
ane reportedly considering revisiofia in 
ihcir afArmallve action staiemeillS to 
Lndude secular orientation. Bui mo^ 
of the lesbian Girl Scouis I inter¬ 
viewed see nO likelihood that they 
will be able to be more out in the 
foreseeable future. Many of them told 
me that the situation can change 
*only as society chatyges.* 'Efiinem- 
berp we're talking abou apple pk?, the 
Dag and scouling! It's going to lake a 
long time.'

Wild flower-chltd, visionary, 
mother^ writer and actress, Cwkic did 
not fall easily kilo any calcgory- She 
wovJd call hcfscif blscjcual, but iKat 
hardly an adequate descripC ion for her 
far-reaching personality.

Cookie blew into town in the 
mkld^TOs dressed in sling-back high 
heels and a black monkey-fur Jacket, 
her sofi MiJt and thcLr two dogs in 
tow. Having already achieved cult ua- 
tus through her hysterical, slightly 
lisping perfcxmianccs in three of John 
Waters' most head-spinning films, 
AfdflfflW, Fink FiamiTigos 
and Female she then con¬ 

quered the environs of Christopher 
Street- With her visen eye-makeup 
and trademark tangle of whilc-minxcd 
high hair, she had a Himboyant, Irre¬ 
sistible sexy style. Even those who 
couldn't appreciate k w«re felled by 
her humor and unselfconscious 
warmth. Not exactly a humble person, 
she was nonetheless always generous: 


the wofsi she could say about those 
she judged harmful—the homo- 
phpliKS and bigots—was that they 
were 'stoopid,** 

She established her reputation in

ACT UP Crashes the A.C.T.G.

Hoth thus poisoned the almo- 
sphere before the meeting even 
began. The actJvLas, along with an In- 
flauie of MedicirK panel charged with 
Investigating The ACTG, were forbid¬ 
den to aitcfid about two ihirds of ihe 
noeeilng-s, including commilleea 
where most of the research on oppor¬ 
tunistic infeetioos was discussecL The 
ACTG system thus remains shrouded 
in secrecy detrimentaJ lo its own re¬ 


search enfort and to the lives of peo¬ 
ple living wkh AIDS- 

One would think the ACTG has 
something to hide- It docs—lls own 
massive, bloated, cosdy, bureauciaibc 
track record of failure. The outra¬ 
geous fact la thai people with AIDS 
have gotten very^ very little from the 
hundreds of mlltior^ of dollan spent 
on AIDS treatment research in the 
Ji990a. ^ot onrf mte drug has emerged 
from the ACTG system to treat smy of 
[lire compLicaiions of KIV infection. 
Whatever drugs have emerged—alpha 
inierferon for KS, aeroiolL^cd pen- 
tamkllnre for PCP prophylaxLi, DHFG 
for CM^V retinitis and the treatmenr 
IKDs for EPO and DDIj have emerged 
from pharmaccuticalty-sponsored re¬ 
search or, in the case of DDIp from 


the Nat ional Carreer Insauie CNCO. 

The ACTG should be renamed the 
AZT Ginical Trials Greup, for thic is vir^ 
tuaUy al k has effectively tested. When 
AZTs amivfraj activity was discovered in 
1^^e6L the ACTG rdu^ to test t, ssvying 
k lacked the capacity. So the Phase I 
trial was carried out at the NMlonal Can¬ 
cer InsUtUtc and ihc Phase II triaj 
was carried out by the nunufaGurer, 
Burroughs ^*dJQomc, ksdC 

Once AZT was approved, howev- 
cf^ the ACTG threw kself enthuslasti- 
calLy into AZT trials. At one point bM 
year, just about 90 percent of 
the 7,000 people enrolled in 
ACTG tflials were In AZT trials. 
Over half ihe total subjeos were 
in ihe reteiaJy suspended trials 
016 and 019, teMing AZT in 
people wiih eariy ARC or with¬ 
out symptoms. 

As ^n PiaticlKn Dr. Don¬ 
ald Abrams noted last week, 
these trills^ In aggregate^ de^ 
kyed the progression lo AIDS 
In about H of their 4.200 pa- 
tie nis—a bonania for Bur¬ 
roughs Wellcome^ since 1,000 
pcpptc mighi lake AZT to delay AIDS 
In 10. As Dr. Abrams said^ "'Burrotighs 
TTughi wdeome a false positive result.* 
The mosi egregious acandal of 
the compUcated series of AZT trials is 
how long it has taken fer sclcmists to 
admit lower doses of AZT aie tsitsT 
than the high dose prescribed for the 
last three years. One researcher ad- 
miired last week that have found 
no dose of AZT so low that Its effica¬ 
cy is extinguished”

The other, DucH, takes pEace mosaJy 
in London and is crammed with 
aaion, horrof and hilarky. 

A Affair seems to be a 

novel about breaking Tree from fear, 
convention and clinging rclalionsr 
Alice Jordan Is a beauiirul blocked 
aitigt with a loving if InenTeciiial hus¬ 
band and three children. Having 
escaped from her grim family into 
Martin's elegant pnuician one, she has 
spent years behaving cbedlendyK 
charmingly and publicly. Joanna 
Trollope swiftly creates a marriage 
where a long history of good will and 
even desire Ls not enough. Though 
much of the novel is seen through 
Aihce's eyes^ the author uses a shilling 
viewpoinL a[^ swIfUy creates ehaiac- 
im such as Martin, who doesn't qulc 
know whai 10 do about Alice's funk 
and rather hopes that his mother wpl 
sort things out with hee Though the 
novel is set on conventional terrain, 
as ihe title indicates, Trollope Is at 
hret keen to convey the passiorts and 
tensions which even gracious living 
can't quite smother. Alice's faiher has 
warned her early on: 

"One day, one day when you 


wake up EO real feeling and real pain, 
one day when ycu can't have some¬ 
thing you long for Of you sec too lale 
that you have closed the door on 
something you need, then you will 
undersland about communication, 
and communk-aiing Is, afEcr all, the 
only end of life that makes sense/ 

Less Lmmersed in vBlagc Life than 
she had hoped, Alice marks tirnc until 
she and Martin are invited to a dinner 
party feting the return of Clodagh 
Unwin, ihe daughter of Ehe local 
squire. (This is the sort of novel in 
which such characters figure—with 
liide irony but a surprising amound of 
sympathy). Clodagh^back from 
America and an unhappy affair wkh a 
rich lawyer whose seK she mysteri¬ 
ously elides over-^lnjiially charEns 
Martin more than Alice. But by this 
point, whose village affair ic Is bo be, 
is pretty cl«if. Alice's ihitanc fasdna- 
lion with Clodagh, foHowing upon 
scene after scene in whkh she and 
Martin lall to connect, makes k only a 
question qf when and how. The plea* 
sure lies in watching the author go 
about it and waiting for various reve¬ 
lations, verbal and physical. 

Despite her use of several <Jder 
chaiacters in the village as voices of 
reason, Tfollope slants the reader's 
sympathy enE.lrely toward the two 
women, Clodagh even more so than 
Alice. This Impossibly wonderful (ind 
rich) sprue seems to bring out the 
best in everyone O^rvd the author pulls 
this off without being cloying). The 
only person who is immediately 
repulsed, and is the catalyst for disas¬ 
ter, is Martin's older brother. He cot¬ 
tons to ihe relationship suaightaway, 
forcing a near revdaMon over a tense, 
superbly drawn dinincr. When ihe 
unpleasant Anthony asks Clodagh 
why she spends so much time with 
Alice, The aiiihor. Through a combina^ 
Lion of taut dialogue and Martin's 
entirely Inconreot reaction, sets up a 
scene in which all reveal themselves. 

When word of the 'unnatural’ 


relationship of the two women whips 
thnoygh Ihe village, the author oddly 
alters her allegiance, dodagh, it 
seems. Is overpowering Alice {and 
there is a none toe edven s&tcment 
from AJitt regarding dodagh'^ beir^ 
rather more InreresLed in scf than 
she) and Alice must therefore 
renounce her. One wise Rgure (the 
novel grows suddenly overcrowded 
with those giving advice) counsels 
Qocbgh to "make something of yOUr 
life*: in giving up the relationship 
'you will live much better/ And 
Godagh seems to sec her point. 

I am not objecting so much to 
the unhappy turn of events as the 
authdf's failure to create it with arvy 
measure of credibility. The novelist 
Luisa X^enzuela remarked in an inter¬ 
view, 'When an author tries to tell her 
characters what to do, that's when the 
book goes badly. On the other hand, 
when the characters are so well 
defined that they act cMi of iheSr own 
volition^ that's when the novel 
works." The second half of A VUiagii 
A^air enacts this. Where she had Hr^ 
created scenes in which characterSp 
and not just the leads, came into their 
own^ when plot machinations take 
qver^ all become pawns to the ifioralj 
in which with renunciation Csuddenly^ 
somehow, cognate with self-4ctermi- 
nailon) comes freedom. Trollope^s 
Loading of the narrative dice ^acks 
noi just of contrivanpe but of eoliu* 
slon with the village morality that ks 
heroines flduted for a short time. 

while A Village Affair Is an 
entertainment, Helen Hodgman's 
Ducks is more arnbltlous^ If more 
covert. In aim—using shon scenes to 
create, very precisely» tales of 
ewifcmely messy lives. Her celegraph- 
ic ayte Cf^osa was confident that in 
The fullness of time things could only 
get belter. Hazel snoned. She wasn't 
big on the fullness of time-') recalls 
Felbc Fenton's.'novels In three lines,' 
squibs of neat events which he wrote 
up in Le Matin in the laie nineteenth 
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ccEilury: "In Eisoyc^, B^rri»r^, 2^, 
bludgconicd Mr. Dufcfl, who Js B?, 
and slabbed his wife, Hfl was jeal¬ 
ous' Orve concemporary described 
Ftnien's formula as 'Multiply the 
banal by ihe iJagic, ai>d you have a 
very weird elTML^ Hodgman achieves 
ihis ihitHi^houi Ducks, ihc siory of 
Hazel: arkd tw wtuneu enseitig 
middle agep who have money wor¬ 
ries, are struggling to raise Moss' son 
EivkSp stay together and not lo betray 
the movement.

All in brkf, juxtapo^ segmenu, 
those wtx> have play^ or wai play a 
part in Hazd and Moss' undoing are 
introduced—men searching for 
wofnen (the Bogeyman, le Frofcsseur 
de JudoX often with the intent lo kUI 
ihenip and women searching, after 
years of poliijcal conrecmcss, for com¬ 
fort and ease.

Hodgman uses humor and satire 
or^ easy targets (the Wipmen's Design 
Collective, GWENDA'S GARAGE, 
which hopes to eater mostly to 
women customers) but also on the 
frightening: Elvis befriends and ks 
abused by the Bogeyman, who ends 
up, supposedly rehabiliuied, kUllng a 
woman. Whenever he uies to bring 
him upp horriiyingly, Elvfe's relatives 
console him with the cliche, 'But 
there's no such Thing as Bogtymen * 

The novel ranges from present to 
Ertgland lo the U.S. and Canada, 
shifts scer>es rapidly and uses fiule 
purwtuation within senreitocs in order 
to create a dtslocating, flexible coniin- 
uum and a variety of perspectivesp 
most of them alarmingly skewed- 
Hodgman writes series of terse: sen- 
lences to create the visions of those 
searching for “the possibiJity for The 
daily practice of ethical love/ She is 
also brilliant at the longer phrase 
which is layers-dcep— amusing, sad^ 
nostalgic, satiric:

out storVj* said Holm. 'Because each 
of us here face ihc water cannons and 
then reach down and help one mote 
gay [Tian or lesbon out into freedom.' 

To create their own change back 
hormc, the conferenct panicipanls dis¬ 
cussed their own tools nf change, 
which included direct a^ion, political 
lobbying and soefaE pressure. Ac olher 
workshops^ some chose lo deal more 
closely with other issues facing the 
gay and lesbian movement,, such aa 
sexism, racaam and the "de-gaylng 
and re-gaying* of AiDSr Others 
focused on communily-bu lldirtg mal- 
Eers like starting gay and lesbian cam¬ 
pus groups and reaching ouE lo older 
gay men and lesbians. 

Throughout the weekend,, the 
activists shared informaclon with 
each other on everyching from ihe 
merics of evaporated milk as a 
political poster paste to che 
impact of cfchesirated mail cam¬ 
paigns on legislators. 

One cenifal focus of the ’A^icr- 
an's Day weekend eonfeience week¬ 
end was the Defense DcparCmcnl 
policy exctuslon of lesbians and gay 
men from miliiaiy service. 

Sgt. Perry Calkins, che defen¬ 
dant in an ongoing case which seeks 
to rescind the military's anli-gay poli¬ 
cy, hlghlighled the issue in his 
keynote address. Telling his cale of 
being denied rccnlhSlmenc from the 
Army in 1982 despite his openly gay 
presence in the Army for 15 years, 
Watkins underscored the televance 
of his fight to the gay and lesbian 
movcmenl at large. 

Speaking at a rally across the 
street from (he ^iie House later that 
afternoon, nearly 200 activists fol¬ 
lowed him and an.other dozen gay 
and lesbian veterans la call on the 
president to overturn the policy, 
which officially denies gay men and 
lesbians the i^hl to enlist- 

The conference, a naikmal gay 
and lesbian leadership seminar for 
activists from across the nacign, was 
established as one of four agenda 
kerns coming out of the Confer¬ 
ence,' a 1908 exclusive retreat for 2M 
of the nation's gay and lesbian 
acirvisu. The 199C^ conference will be 
held in Minneapolis. —Cliff O’NrUl

street youth- 

Acoording us CHP, the program is 
being launched to address the needs 
of adplesccfUs living on ihe srrwts of 
Mew York, Including many runaways 
who are often homeless, crack-addjet- 
cd and worki[>g as prostitutes. Qne of 
the most medically undeserved 
groups in Mew Vork^ siteet yoirihs arc 
at especially high risk for HIV infeo 
tion, according to AIDS advocates. 

The Insurance Indusiiy AIDS Ini¬ 
tiative was established eadier this year 
by the American Council of Life Insur¬ 
ance and the Health Insurance A&socL- 
ation of AmerUca to help fund 
community-based AIDS education and 
care-giving programs around the 
country. The 11 Al grant program is 
pan of a larger response by l2fi life 
and health insurance companies who 
have pledged over Sl8 million to 
fund AIDS projects. 

'There is an appalling lack of 
health care services geared to these 
disenfranchised adolescents,' said 
Rona Affoumado, Executive Director 
of the CHP. 'Our program wall pro¬ 
vide Dulreach, prevenicve healih edu¬ 
cation,, assessment and esamlnailons 
from a medical van on the strceis. W 
also plan lo offer uniquely lailorcd 
support services to facilitate access for 
sirect youth lo existing health care 
inslitulionS.^ 

Affoumado eKplaincd that the 
obstacles to administering health care 
lo this population are two fold. The 
ftrst challenge is lo convince the ado^ 
lescenis lo seek medical trealmenl' 
she said. "But when youths are 
brought lo a dinic or hospital,* she 
continued, 'they are frequently 
unable CO work widiin the mstituiior's 
rules or handle the long waiting perl- 
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formed ihc CampiaLgn for CSvH 
RjgbL^. The group turrit oui 250 
pod icjp#iiLs Oct. 30 for a faur-Bod'- 
one-h^f hour hcBriiig cabled by the 
ERC cwnmiiicc.
